1, This memorandum is for your information only. 


2. As a followup to referenced memorandum, we have again evaluated the com~ 
mercial bus service to and from the Headquarters Building during rush hours. 


3. During this check we found that the commercial bus service was considered 
to be satisfactory. Casual questions asked of fellow passengers during the test rides 
again confirmed our conclusion. A passenger count indicated that approximately 
34 percent of the passengers riding the buses serving the Headquarters Building are 
Agency employees. The deficiency noted in paragraph 2 of the referenced memorandum 
has been corrected by the Washington-Virginia & Maryland Coach Company (WV&M) 
by the addition of special buses to accommodate the increased number of school children 


4, We will make another check in about 45 days in an effort to ensure adequate 
service for Agency employees.
